i nv it~i ti on from Red China asking for the visit of ex-3ervicer.ian* Later, 

ii -,\.-.nr It Gen E-DO Saburc and v there, who had acted as a .v.edium for this 
r;.v : button, forced a "society for assisting in tho dispatch of ex-cervico- 
•’scr; to China" and selected 34 officers of the former Japanese Amy and 

: av; cj members of the delegation to Rod China. Application for their 
reonperts has already been filed with the Foreign Ministr*.*. However, tho 
i™ enforcement authorities arc taking a serious view of the ex-cervice- 
'mortis moves, suspecting that the invitation is not Just far an inspection 
trip but part of espionage activities against Japan. Far, their invest!* 
g-tiona have disclosed that about one-third of the selected ex-servicemen 
are on tho blacklist of tho authorities concerned, with some regaraod as 
i/cribers of the so-called "Phantom Corps," who pledged allegiance to Russia 
dur.rnj. their internment in that country, and others presumed to be connected 
with Red^hina‘s espionage organs through trade and illegal transactions 
in narcotics . Therefcra, tho law enforcement authorities are secretly 
investigating the moves of these delogation members and are also watching 
the attitude of the Foreiffi Linistry on their application far passports. 



The Red Chinese proposal to invite farmer Japanese soldiere was first 
nnrie by Premier CHOU Eh-lai to ex-Lt Gen Ell DO Saburo, when a delegation 
of tho Constitution protection league/ of which he was a member, visitod 
Pekin.'; last Dec«nbor. The delogation was headed by KATAfie^A Tetsu of the 
Socialist Party. A formal invitation was received in a cable, dated 16 
Ifcr, co the effect that "about 30 ex-s err icemen, led by EL1D0, will be 
invited with all expenses tc be paid by the Red Chinese Government." The 
J?"*.ii08e delegation is to be the guests of President Crli’G Chi -Jo ( Afr^ 

Jfc. ) of the Chinese People's Diplomatic Rcsoarch Society (an organ 
f. 01 ' Handling diplomatic matters with those countries vrtuch have not yet 
resumed diplomatic relationship with Rod China). 

yt.DO immediately formed a "society for assisting in the dispatch 
of o' ’-servicemen tc China" under the leadership of former Lt Col IDEKURA 
?o«;tincbu, former WaJ TADA Iseo, farmer iiaj TOKUZANE Suoo and former 
Maj SMUIODA Sanemoto. Tho eocioty selected 34 former .servicemen, includ- 
ing cx-MaJ Gen UAJBUCHI Hayao, chief of the former Army's press section 
as delegation members and applied to the Foreign Ministry for their pass- 
ports on 9 Apr . 

As for the selection of these members, the society says; "First, 
we asked ex-serviceman's organizations, such as Kaiko Kai, Suiko Kai and 
Senyu Dantai Rengo Kai (federation of war comrades' organizations), to 
recommend appropriate menhera. But our request was turned dwn on the 
ground that our plan runs counter to the character of these organizations, 
which aim at nutual friendship among their members, and that they do not 
want to take on a political coloring. Consequently, we consulted with the 
councillors of Kaiko Kai and its oommlttee members, who were our classmates 
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at /military schools, and chose those persons who can render oquitable 
judgment and ] Jan also utilize the results of the Inspection trip in the

Meanwhile, the application for their passports does not contraveno 
:rc of the Foreipi Ministry’s "standards for restricting travel to Com- 
.•air.iat bloc nations According to the standards, applicants are denied 
si H>rts i|i the foil Giving cases: i 

1. Wien there is c possibility of bad influence be'n£ exerted on 
diplomatic negotiations, which are in process or to bt opened in the future. 

2. Wien public officials are provided with traveling; expenses by f 

the "ovomoeata, organizations and individuals of Comninlst bloc countries. j|;, 

3. When applicants are in the leading position of Comamist organi- 
sations or intend to attend international political conferences.. 

Moreover, these restrictive standards themselves have considerably 
lest their binding power, as is evident from the fact that participants 
in the foreign May Day celebrations were recently given passports. There- 
fore, there is a strong possibility of the dispatch of the delegation 
being permitted. 

However, upon investigations, the Police Agency and the Public Safety 
Investigation Agency discovered that one-third of the delegation .members 
are on the blacklist of the law enforcement authorities. Their investi- 
gations have revealed the following facts: 

1. Though it is said that ex-ssrvicaaen have been invited by 
President CHANG Chi- jo of the Chinese People's Diplomatic Research Society, 
there is information that the invitation plan was worked out by HSIZH 
Nan-kuan ( ft />), who ia in charge of Red Chinese maneuvers aimed ^ 
at Japan, dij^n^BKDO's stay in Peking. 

2. Several members of the delegation are presumed to have been 
repatriated as spies after pledging allegiance to the Soviet side while 
being detained in Russia and Red China, There are also several members 
who belong to the Coomnist camp ideologically. 

3. Several members have close business transactions with pro-Cera- 
nunist Chinese firms, which are regarded as organs for Rad Chinese 
rvneuvers in Japan. 

U. Several others are employ oes of firms which are presumed to be 
connected with the aaiggling of narcotics from Red China. 

Judging from these data, tha law enforcement authorities assume that 
tile invitation for ex-seryicemen has the political objeotivss of (1) break- 
ing up rightist forces by having ex-serviceman change their view on Red 
China, for the pirpose of speeding up the adjustment of relations between 
the two countries, (2) fanning the nationalistic feeling of ex-servicemen 
into the form of anti-Americanism, and (3) blunting the criticism of the 
former military against Red China, It is also suspected that other rwjor 
objectives are the collection of information on Japan's internal conditions, 
coLirunication with the undercover Red Chinese agents in Japan and the 
issuance of instructions on duties and assignments for the new machinations 
directed against Japan. 

Standing Director TADA of the ex-servicemen's society for sending 
a delegation to Red China said: "We had no special standards for the 

selection of delegation members, Wo chose those persons whom our group 
of ex-servicemen copsidered appropriate. Red China may have various 
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objects in view, bat I premia* that no delegation meofcers will be easily 
led to become devout supporters of Red China, There are some who are 
averse to Red China paying all travelii^ expenses, I think, however, 
that there is no need to worry about this. We will see what should be 
inspected in Red China and will make outspoken criticisms , u 

Chief 0N0 of the Second Gfaard Section of the Police Agency said: 

11 7. suppoeo that the delegation will eventually be givma passports under 
tho misting standards for restricting overseas travel. However, one- 
third of delegation oeobers are on the blacklist of the authorities 
concerned. Including those who apparently stand on the hide of the Coo- 
mnist bloc, ' though we cannot reveal their names • It is suopeoted that 
several of these persons have joined the delegation on orders from Red 
China." 

Chief £300 of the passport section of the Foreign Ministry said: 

" It cannot be said that this application for passport cannot be accepted 
legally. However, it appears that opinions in the Government and the 
Liberal Democratic Party are divided on whether to grant passports . This 
section cannot make a decision on this issue Independently,"
